“The civilian in reading stories of 
battles and accounts of marches aud at 
tacks by an arm y in times of war 
finds many expressions that he does 
uot clearly understand—such, for in 
stance, as references to Independent 
cavalry, the advance guard, advance 
cavalry, point and flank patrols, the 
support, the reserve, the main body, 
flank guard and rear guards—aud it is 
reasonable to believe that there is con 
fusion In many minds as to signifl 
cance and relation of these things,” 
said an arm y officer. 
Let us assume that a division is on 
the march, and, by the way, a division 
is the basis in the United States or­ 
ganization for the mobile army and is 
a unit made up of all necessary arms 
and services complete for independent 
action incident to ordinary operations. 
“One or two marches ahead goes the 
independent cavalry, which seeks to 
check the enemy’s cavalry and send 
back information as to the enemy’s 
movements and his intentions. 
This 
cavalry Is so far to the front that it 
could not prevent the enemy slipping 
in between it and the following army 
and could not prevent the enemy’s 
patrol from observing the movement 
of the troops. 
Thus other precautions 
are taken, and one or tw o marches be­ 
hind the independent cavalry marches 
the advance guard. 
“First in the advance guard is the 
advance cavalry, commonly one squad­ 
ron, which sends ahead a point or 
leading patrol and sends on both sides 
to march across country or on roads 
paralleling the line of march small 
bodies galled flanking patrols. AH this 
is to clear the country of the enemy or 
give timely notice of his approach or 
bls presence. 
Four or five miles in tho 
rear of tbs leading patrol rides the ad­ 
vance party of the advance cavalry. 
“In the rear of the advance cavalry 
marches the support, commonly form­ 
ed of one regiment of Infantry and a 
mounted 
detachment 
o f 
engineers. 
Five hundred yards ahead of the sup 
port marches its advance party, com 
posed of one company, and from 300 
to 500 yards ahead of tbs advance 
party is its ‘point’ patrol, and other 
patrols may be sent out ou the flanks 
or to places on the line of march 
where they can get good views of the 
country. 
"About 1,000 yards behind the sup 
port marches the reserve In the fol­ 
lowing order in tbs 
United 
States 
army: One battalion of infantry, one 
battalion of artillery, one regiment of 
Infantry, one company of engineers 
less the detachment with the support, 
au ambulance company and perhaps 
a detachment of signal troops. 
One or 
two miles behind the reserve marches 
the main body. If danger ie suspected 
en either flank, flank guards ars sent 
out, aud they may be mere patrols or 
detachments of all arms. according to 
the requirements of the situation. 
Be­ 
hind tbs main body march ae the rear 
guard. 
Ita component parte are gen­ 
erally as far behind the main body as 
those of the advance guard are in front 
of It, though on a night march it draw# 
closer to the main body, 
"This careful and elaborate disposi­ 
tion of troops on the march lf to se­ 
cure the division against surprise, to 
preveut small parties of the enemy de­ 
laying the march and, lf the enemy is 
encountered in force, to bold him long 
enough for the main body to prepare 
for action and take up the best posi­ 
tion offered by the country- 
"The arrangement and portion of 
the various forces aa given above,”

heat units number 1,150. Hence if this 
steam is condensed Jo a radiator it 
gives out 070 heat units, and the drip 
will contain 180 heat units.—Engineer­ 
ing Magazine.

British Fighter* Urged to M arry Be­ 
fore Going to W ar. 
Realization of the necessity of a high 
birtli rate to offset th* deaths due to 
the war has led to a movement in 
England to reduce marriage fees and 
to encourage soldiers and sailors to 
take wives before leaving for the front 
The archbishop of Canterbury has 
addressed an open letter on the sub­ 
ject to a London paper, aud he has 
likewise seut a strong letter to all the 
bishops urging them to reduce the 
marriage license fee* so that soldiers 
and sailors summoned to active serv­ 
ice may marry before leaving home. 
The marriage fees total $10, which in­ 
cludes $2.50 In stamp duty to the gov­ 
ernment. 
The archbishop bas request­ 
ed the government to waive the pay­ 
ment of this duty in the case of re­ 
cruits. 
Many dioceses already have lowered 
the license fee to $2.50, aud the clergy­ 
men nre w aiving their right to per­ 
sonal fees. 
The 
wholesale 
encouragement 
of 
marriages on the part of the soldiers 
and sailors of Germany, Austria and 
France has attracted much attention 
in England and probably inspired the 
archbishop’s action.

Saloons located in The much mooted 
“ dry” territory covered by the Indian 
treaty preventing the sale of liquor in, 
such portions of northern Minnesota 
will not be closed this fall, as was 
anticipated earlier in the year. 


iMayor Victor Powers of Hibbing. 
has been informed by Congressman 
Miller that the interior department 
has issued an order suspending Hie 
action of the “dry” provisions for on- 
year, when the treaty was supposed 
to become effective. 
A good share of 
the Mesa^a range and territory as far 
west as Crookston would have been 
affected, and more than 500 saloons 
in the treaty territory would have 
been put out of business. 
The mart-, 
ter has been bitterly fought before 
th e department, and petitions signed 
by residents in the Indian territory 
asking that the treaty provisions be 
observed were in evidence as well as 
the protests made against its enforce­ 
ment. 


A committee consisting of men from 
the various sections of the state af­ 
fected had been selected to 
go 
to 
Washington to enter a formal pro­ 
test before the department of tho in­ 
terior, and photographs of the prop­ 
erties in which saloons are now op­ 
erated and which would be closed un­ 
der the provisions had already been 
foi warded. 


Whether or not another effort will 
be made to have the (treaty become 
operative at the end of tlit1 year is 
not known, but it is quite possible 
that the whole matter of its enforce­ 
ment has been suspended indefinite­ 
ly. 
Those who favored the treaty de­ 
clare that the matter will 
not 
be 
dropped and that a campaign will be­ 
gin at once to have it reopened. 
In tjie meantime the men engaged 
in tike liquor business in the north­ 
ern part of the state are resting e a s­ 
ier as a year’s lease of business life 
is assured them. 
As a business pro p­ 
osition the matter should be decided 
one way or another aud settled for all 
time.

Editors Dispatch: 
An attempt will Lo made at tin 
next session of the legislature to im­ 
pose 'a tonnage tax on iron ore when 
mined. 
This was pissed once and 
vt toed by Gov. J. A. Johnson. 
The 
scheme is 
all 
wrong 
Property 
S'hould be taxed in and for the bene­ 
fit of the county in which it is lo­ 
cated. 
There are Sh counties in this 
state, and only- three of (.hem so far, 
St. Louie, Itasca and Crow Wing, have 
pioducod iron ore. 
Tile proposition 
is to levy a special tax on all iron ore 
when mined. 
Tills tax is not paid to 
the county in which the mine is locat­ 
ed but to the state, and by the slate 
distributed among all tho counties of 
the state. 
This would be a fine thing 
for t'he 83 counties which have no 
iron mint s., but why should this prop­ 
erty be taxed for the benefit of these 
other 83 counties? 
We should have 
the taxes on all the property within 
the county. 
Let us see how this pro­ 
posed scheme would week. 
Crow 
Wing county, for example, has a rich 
mine of ore on its poor fen-in, which, 
it is estimated, will produce two 
million tons of rich ore. 
An extra 
tax of five cents a ton would compel 
tho county to pay to the state for the 
benefit of these other counties about 
fifty thousand dollars. 
This would 
be not only an unjust burden but 
might prevent the raining of this ore 
entirely. 
So it would be witli all 
other miniiig properties of the state. 
Do we want this? 
Of couise not. 
As I have said, let us have the benefit 
of all the taxes on this kind of prop­ 
erty.

ment. 
A committee consisting of men from

W ashington to en ter a formal pro­ 
tect before the departm ent of the in­ 
terior, and photographs of the prop­ 
erties in whiob saloons are now op­ 
erated and which would bo closed u n ­ 
der the provisions had already been 
if oi warded. 


W hether or not another effort will 
be made to have the (treaty become 
operative at the end of the year is 
not known, but it is q u i t e possible 
that the whole m atter of its enforce­ 
m ent has been suspended indefinite­ 
ly.

Hi oil Id be taxed in and for Hie bene­ 
fit of the county in which it is lo­ 
cated. 
There are st) counties in this 
state, and only three of them so far, 
St. Louis, Itasca and Crow Wing, have 
produced iron ore. 
Tho proposition 
is to levy a special tax on all iron ore 
when mined. 
This tax is not paid to 
the county in which the mine is locat­ 
ed hut to the state, and by the state 
distributed am ong all the counties of 
the state. 
This would he a line tiling 
for t'he 83 counties which have no 
iron mines,, but why should this prop­ 
erty be taxed for the benefit of these 
other 83 counties? 
We should have 
the taxes on all the property wit'hiu 
the county. 
Let us see how this pro­ 
posed scheme would work. 
Crow 
Wing county, for example, has a rich 
mine of orc on its poor farm , which, 
it is estim ated, will produce two 
million tons of rich ore. 
An ex tra 
tax of five cents a ton would compel 
the county to pay to the state for the 
benefit of these other counties about 
fifty thousand dollars. 
This would 
be not only an unjust burden hut 
m ight prevent the m ining of this ore 
entirely. 
So it would be with all 
other m ining properties of the state. 
Do we want this? 
Of course not. 
As 1 have said, let us have the benefit 
of all the taxes on this kind of prop­ 
erty.
